EMERYVILLE, Dec. 20.—There is a 


possibility that the nsphaltum cross- 
ings recently 
pu:c 
down 
on several 


streets in Emeryville may not be ac- 
cepted by the Town Trustees until put 
in proper shape 
by the contractors. 


The crossings have already very badly 
crumbled and some of the Trustees 
have openly expressed themselves as 
unfavorable of accepting the work un- 
t 1 presented in a satisfactory 
condi- 
tion. 


The contract calls for a first-class 


Job, 
and 
the 
present appearance of 


some of the crossings bear evidence 
that this has not been done The f-iulr 
seems 
to 
lie with the material put 


down and the opening of the crossings 
to teams to cross before the prepara- 
tion of asphaltum was thoroughly dry 
As a result the crossings have crum- 
bled where this has been the case and 
arc marked up where the wheels of the 
wagons have passed over them. 


The above is not the :case where the 


material has had a chance to settle 
and it is thought that if the contract- 
ors remedy the crossings so defaced 
the work will be accepted by the Trus- 
tees. 


PARAFFINS PROPERTY. 


Considerable speculation is being- in- 


dulged In regarding the recent pur- 
chase by the Paraffins Paint Company 
of a tract of land in the vicinity of the 
Southern Pacific tracks. 
Definite in- 


formation regarding the plans of the

For some time Dr. Loeb has been 


head of the Physiological Department 
at the University of Chicago.

he made some remarkable and impor- 
tant scientific discoveries that excited 
widespread comment. 
He was induced 


to come to Berkeley because the cli- 
mate here and the salt water were 
thought to be more conducive 10 suc- 
cessful research than the conditions in 
Chicago. He will begin work at once 
in Berkeley and will give lectures dur- 
ing the next half year.

WHITE CONTESTS 


ELECTION. 


WANTS 
RECOUNT OF VOTE FOR 


OFFICE OF PUBLIC ADMIN- 


ISTRATOR. 


The threatened election contest of 


J. J. White against George Gray was 
filed late yesterday afternoon. 
White 


was the Union Labor candidate for 
Public Administrator 
at 
the 
recent 


election and was defeated by 216 votes. 
His total was 10,397, while Gray, the 
regular Republican candidate, received 
10,613 votes. 


In his contest White alleges that in 


the 159 precincts in the county there 
was mal-conduct on the part of 
the 


election boards and that SOI ballots 
that were cast for him were counted 
for his opponent. 
He further alleges 


that 501 ballots bearing distinguishing 
marks were illegally counted for Gray. 


In precinct 15, in Berkeley, located 


at Dwight Way and Telegraph avenue, 
It is alleged that the election board 
violated the law by taking the ballots 
away from the precinct to a carpenter 
shop near by to count them. It 
is 


further alleged that the count was not 
made in public. Ths return from the 
precinct gave Gray 117 votes, while 
White received only 24. 


In Emeryville, No. 2, White alleges, 


several of the ballots were destroyed 
by the election board. In Centerville, 
No. 1, it is allegedNthe judges absent- 
ed themselves from the election booth 
for a long time while they should have 
been on duty. 
Owing to the alleged 


malconduct, White says, Gray was Il- 
legally declared elected.

DAILY VACCINATION. 


Cures Severe Cases of Smallpox in 


Short Time. 


Smallpox is by no means an innocent 
disease, thoug-h tlie ancient statistics of 
mortality have been long since done away 
with. Yet a mortality of from 15 to IS per 
cent is not rare, even in vaccinated per- 
sons, and various complications are often 
met with. Hubert USilO) found that re- 
peated vaccination was useful 
in the 
treatment of smallpox, but only in the 
prodromal stages of tile disease. 
Ko- 
towschikoff went further than this. He 
found 
that 
repeated vaccination, per- 
formed dnlly ior a number of days, had a 
marked significance upon the course of 
smallpox, not 
only 
In 
the prodromal 
stages, but also in the beginning of the 
disease. Since then various authors have 
written on the subject. In order to test 
the thernpeutie value of repeated vacci- 
nation in smallpox, the author tried this 
mode of treatment in eight cases. 
The 
majority..of these patients entered with a 
smallpox rash fully developed—five in the 
papular stage, one in the purulent stage 
and two at the end of the prodromal 
period. 
The 
vaccinations were made 
twice daily, 
three 
scarifications being 
made each time, and were performed in 
the two patients that entered during the 
prodromal period only after the rash had 
fully set In. The test was therefore di- 
rected solely to find the value of repeated 
vaccinations in the advanced singes of 
smallpox, not in the early part of the dis- 
ease. Of the eight patients, two had a 
mild form of tne disease from the start, 
the others a severe form. In general, the 
use of repeated vaccinations gave more or 
less favorable 
results. 
In the severe 
cases the improvement was apparently 
connected with the use of repeated vacci- 
nations, yeL it is difficult to say whether 
the cases woidd have taken just such a 
course If no vaccinations had been made. 
The author concludes that, in smallpox, 
repeated vaccinations should be used, the 
earlier the better, and that the largest 
usefulness could be expected from this 
treatment in the earlier stages of the dis- 
ease. 
A larger number of cases should 
be observed to determine its value in the 
later stages.—New York Medical Journal.

for accomplishment Jn the world's work.

WASHINGTON', Dec. 20.—President 


Roosevelt, accompanied by Mrs. Roose- 
velt and four of their children, left 
Washington at 12:05 today for Rapi- 
(lan, Virginia, to pass Sunday with 
Joseph "Wilmer and family. 
Not an 


inkling of the President's intentions 
had been permitted to become public. 
Indeed, the trip was .not determined 
upon until late last nighf, at such, an 
hour as rendered it impossible to com- 
plete arrangements for it until today. 


That something unusual was tr. aon- 


templatlon was noted by the -newspa- 
per men, as all cnllers upon either the 
President or Secretary Cortelyou were 
met with excuses for not being seen. 
President Roosevelt attended the rn- 
neral of Mrs. Grant and hurried di- 
rectly from the church to the ^Vhite 
House. A few minutes later Secretary 
Hny called to discuss with the Presi- 
dent some nf the latest developments 
in the Venezuelan situation. 
Through 


the private passageway the Secretary 
was admitted to the White House for 
a brief talk with the President before 
the 'alter left for the railroad station. 
President Roosevelt was accompanied 
to the depot by Secretary Cortelyou. but 
the latter did not go to Rapida'n. 
The 
President and his family were accompan- 
ied, 
however, by Assistant Secretarv 
Loeb. who will keep in close telegraphic 
touch with the White House during the 
the absence of the party. 
It !s the Intention of the President to 


return to Washington on Monday even- 
Ins, his desire being- to obtain absolute 
rest for a day or two. The strain upon 
him, 
both mentally and physically, since 
CongreH^ convened, and 'daring the crisis 
in Venezuelan affairs, has been unusual- 
ly great and he felt the necessity for 
some relief from those cares. 
In addition 
to 
those already mentioned. tht> only 


perwopri whn accompanied the President 
wore two Secret Service officers. 
The 
trip ivas m»de on .a special train of two 
cars 
over the Southern Railway. 
Few 
people at tile station had any idea that 
the President was to leave the city and 
in consequence the only people about the 
train when it pulled out were four or five 
newrfpaperinon and some of the 
White 
House 
attaches. As 
the train moved 


from the station* the President appeared 
on the rear platform of the last car and 
in response to greetings from the little 
coterio of friends, raised his hat in fare- 
well. 
Joseph Wilmer and family, with whom 
tlie 
President, Mrs. Roosevelt and the 
children will spend Sunday, are 
old 
friends of the Roosevelts. Mrs, Roosevelt 
passed a week with them last year and 
they frequently .have been the guests of 
the' President. 
Rapidan. Virginia, Dec. 20.—President 
Roose'velt and party arrived here at 2:5 
p. m.

This field, so sxtra- 
orflinarily rich in promise of discover- 
ies, has been divided by the Egyptian 
government between the University of 
California, the Italian government and 
the German government. • On the re- 
turn to Egypt of Dr. George A. Reianer, 
director of the Hearst expedition, from 
the journey to America, undertaken 
that he might confer with the Univer- 
sity authorities and lecture at Berke- 
ley, he attended 
a 
meeting of the 


Comite d'ArChaeologie, and applied for 
a concession to excavate af the pyra- 
mids. 
The German and Italian gov- 


ernments and the Hearst expedition 
were then told that they might ar- 
range among themselves the division 
of the field.

cholera, the native diggers of the Uni- 
versity have wholly escaped-—a fact 
which the natives attribute to the su- 
pernatural powers of Dr. Reisner and 
h.ls American assistants.

The trolley car 
was completely wrecked and traffic was

The cases where dam- 
age is done by running against any- 
one are very few indeed, and the per- 
son on the wheel is in the greatest 
danger of being injured by* a fall. 


The cases where people and horses 
are killed by the street cars are many, 
yet who would set up a cry that the 
S'i'eat convenience of riding in the cars 
should be done away -with? 
That the careless ones who do dam- 
age with their wheels, either on the 
crosswalks or the sidewalks, should' be 
strictly dealt with, I will grant, but to 
make the innocent suffer for the guilty, 
is not right.
